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PREFACE. 



The main portion of the Library presented by Bir Oborob Grst 
arrived in lliis Colony in April 1868 ; bnt aa the room intended 
for its reception had still to be altered and fitted np, the books 
could not be finally unpacked until the following year* The 
Library was formally opened to the public on the 28rd April 
1864. The books which it contains^ number about 5,000 volumes, 
of which the greater portion are works of rarity and value. 
Many indeed are so rare that they could not be replaced, and of 
some the worth is so great that the loss even of a single leaf 
would make a considerable difierence in their value even to the 
extent of one or two hundred pounds sterling. 

The old manuscripts alone (in difierent languages, Latin, French, 
Italian, Dutch, English, German, Greek, Hebrew, SScc), are 
about 120 in number, most of them on vellum, and dating firom 
the Tenth to the Fifteenth Century. A description of these 
Makuscripts (amongst which there are a great many with 
beautiful illuminations) is in progress, and is intended to be 
published as the Third Volume of this Catalogue; whilst the 
Second Part of this Fourth Yolimie is to comprise the Continental 
portion of the Early Printed Books, Among the latter there 
are not less than one hundred books published within the first 
fifty years after the invention of Printing. A good number 
of them are Mditiones Principes (First Editions) of classical 
Authors, &c. 

In describing the Early English Printed Books^ it has been 
deemed advisable to comprise amongst them all those books in 
the Grey Library which were printed in England from the first 
introduction of the art of printing into that country till the end of 
the Seventeenth Century. For practical reasons a few later books 
have also been included. < 



iv Preface, 

Among the Modern books there are many important works 
of Travels and books on Natural History and Science ; but we 
must particularly mention a large collection of Colonial Literature 
from Australia, New Zealand, and the Cape of Good Hope. 
Unique in its kind (and in my e^es the most interesting part 
of the Library) is the collection of Printed Books and Manu- 
scripts which have reference to the Native Languages of Africa^ 
Australia, and Polynesia. This philological portion of the 
Library is already described in the first two volumes of this 
Catalogue (published by Sir George Grey, 1858 and 1859). The 
First Part (comprising South Africa within the limits of British 
influence) has since received considerable additions ; and as this 
part is out of print, the publication of a new edition is desirable. 
In connection with this I cannot but express my regret that, 
situated as I am at present, the completion of my « Comparative 
Grammar of South African Languages " appears to be indefinitely 
deferred, and that thus the results of eighteen years' continued 
research in a branch of knowledge which, though it promises 
important results, is as yet unfamiliar to any other trained philo- 
logist, must remain exposed to the chances of a very uncertain 
life.

As it is to be hoped that this Descriptive Catalogue may be 
used by many, to whom the technical terms of bibliography are. 
as yet unfamiliar, it appears desirable to give here a short expla- 
nation of some of these terms. 



EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



Ih the io&nc7 of printing the pages of a book were usually not 
nambered. Each sheet of a book was marked at the bottom of the 
first page by a letter of the alphabet, and the sacoeeding sheet 
with the following letter. Such a letter or mark of the sheet is 
called its ngnature. It must be remembered, howerer, that the 
old alphabet counted only 23 letters ; for I and J were still one 
and the same letter, and so were U and V, whilst W seems only 
to haye been regarded as a contraction for VV, which doable letter 
still frequently took its place. 

In markiug the signatures, the letters of the alphabet are 
frequendy supplemented by other signs, as asterisks, T, Q, and 
abbreviations (as ^ , P); and if the book is of any considerable 
length, we find two or more alphabets used, which are distin- 
guished from each other either by different type or size, or by the 
doubling, trebling and quadrupling of the letters used for the 
signatures succeeding the first alphabet. If, e.g.^ we say of a 
book that it has signatures A — Zzar, we indicate that its 
signatures (or sheets) are as many as three times the number of 
the letters of one alphabet. 

Each signature (or sheet) consists usually of four, six, or 
eight leaves ; or is, as it is called, in fours, sixes (ternions), 
and eights (quaternions). Thus, a book with signatures A — Z 
in eights, would contain 23 times eight leaves, i.e. 184 leaves, 
or 368 pages. 

The marking of the signature used not to be restricted to the 
first leaf of a sheet, but it generally extended over half the 
number of the leaves in a sheet; and the number of the leaf (second, 
third, &c.) was added to the letter of the signature, either in 
Roman or Arabic numerals, e,g,, A ii and A Hi, or il 2 and A 3, 
JB ii, B an, OT JB 2, J3 4, &c. 



yi Explanatory Remarks. 

Very early, however, the leaves (not the pages) of a book 
began to be numbered at the top. At first Roman numerals (of 
course, in Gothic characters) were preceded by the word Folio., 
or its abbreviations (FoL, Fo.\ or by the corresponding English 
word Leaf. But these words were frequently omitted, and the 
numerals used without them. Yet the expression folio continued 
still to grace the top of many pages, even after the numbering 
of the leaves had given way to that of the pages. 

The first side, or page of a leaf is called recto, and the second 
reverso. 

Preftxee are those parts of a book which precede the text, as 
pre&ce, title page, dedication, table of contents, &c. 

To notice the numerous errors which the early printers made 
in numbering the leaves or pages would have been an endless 
task ; it is only, therefore, in cases where such mistakes were of 
importance, that they have been noted here.

Enlarged 
and printed at Westminster, in 1482, by William 
Caxton : Ended the second day of JuyU the xxii yere 
of the regne of kynge Edwardthe fourth^ if of the 
IncarnacUm of oure lord a thousand four honderd 
foure score and tweyne Fynysshed per Caxton. 

Folio. The book oontuns altogether 449 leayes, mcladlng a blank 
leaf at the begiimmg (reckoned as sign, a 1) and another in the middle 
(sign. 28 10.) 

Closely printed in Gothic letters, **• the type being the same as that of 
the Chronicles of England of 1480,** with 40 Unes on the ftill page, 
besides the headings and signatures. There are no catchwords. 

Signatures (a 1 blank) a 2 and a 3 contain I^vhemjfe ; a 4 — a 8*, 
b l—b 8, c 1— c 4 (recto) give, in doable columns. The TabU. Then 
follows a blank leaf (1 1), after which the leaves conmience to be marked 
by Boman numerals on the top of each recto, and the signatures to be 
I • specified by Arabic numbers. The latter do not continue to signature S9 
(as Dibden erroneously states in the BibHotheea Spetuserinma^ vol. iy, p. 
I 263), but only to signature 90 inclusive after which, with the omission 

of signature 91, signature 92 follows, and then it continues to signature 
99 inclusively. Of the signatures, each has eight leaves, with the excep- 
tion of signatures 28 and 119 ; the former having nine leaves, or toi, if 
we reckon the bknk leaf following it» whilst signature 48 has only four 
leaves. 

* The signatures are only marked on the first four leayes (sign, e and S8 only on the first 
two) ; bnt fbr the couTenience of quotation I hare here called sign, a 5— a 8 those leaves 
which Dibdin styles *'the first, second, third« and fourth leaTes after signature aV and 
hare done the same with regard to all other slgnataies.

The folios are not always rightly marked, there being sereral misprints 
in the nmnbers. 

Fol. i— iii (8ignatm*e I 2-^1 4) giye The Dyahgue and The EpysHe 
of Hr Johan Treuiea ; folio iv is blank ; fol. ▼ — iz recto (1 6^-2 2) 
contain the three pre&ces. 

Pol. X— hoc (Z 8 — ^ 7), Liber primus. 

Fol. Izxi — cxiiii (9 8 — ^19 3), LUfer eeeundus, 

Fol. cxv— clix (19 4—20 8), and cbci— clzxyiii (21 1—23 2), Liber 
iercius. (Nnmber cbc is passed over in counting the folios). 

Fol. clxxix*--CGZxy (23 3—28 9), Liber quarttu; signature 28 being 
the only signature which has nine or rather ten leaves, as this fourth 
chapter is followed by a blank leaf; but the folio continues without refe- 
rence to this leafy though just here there are several misprints in the 
marking of the folios.

Fol. ccclxxxxi — ccccxiiii (90 I — 90 8 ; 92 1 — 93 8), ccccxiiii (folio 
doubly numbered) — cccexxviii, (94 1 — 99 7), Liber uUimue, which 
was added by Caxton, — ^after which (on the recto of sign. 99 7) follows 
a final address by Caxton, concluding with the colophon as given above, 
Ended &C, 

Dibdin, in Ames* Typographical Antiquities (4to, London, 1810), 
voL i. describes this book at pp. 138 — 152 ; and at p. cvii he states that 
this is the only production of Caxton*s press with a date, in the year 1482. 
** It is,** he says, ^^ among the scarcest of his books to be found in a 
clean and perfect condition.** The copy in the Grey Library is complete, 
and in exceedingly good condition. It is rubricated, and contains 
in red ink manuscript marginal notations, which are evidently contem- 
poraneous with, or at least only shortly posterior to, the time of the 
publication of the book. 

The leaves are 9} inches high and 7| broad ; and the margins measure 
outer li to 1|, inner f to 1, lower about 1^, and upper about } inch. 

The volume is bound in brown morocco, stamped and gilt^ with gilt 
edges, which are ornamented with designs. 

Vide also Dibdin*s Bibliotheca Spenceriana, vol. iv. pp. 262 — 263, 
according to which a copy of the Polychronicon, wanting three leaves, had 
then already (more than fifty years ago) fetched £ 1 50. Latterly an incom- 
plete copy (in which at least two leaves were missing) was sold for £500.

The beginning of the work is miasing in this copy and with it the 
magnificent title page (of which a fiu»mile is given in Dibdin*s Typ. 
Ant Vol. m. feeing p. 40), the introdnctory rerees on the reverse of the 
title page, tiie "^Frohemye" (aa ii reeto-aa iiii recto), the Tables to the 
entire eight books (aaiiii recto— recto of first leaf after hhiiii). All these 
missing portions are said by Dibdm (T. A. Vol. m. p. 41) to occupy one 
hundred and two leaves, though how this possibly could be the case, I am 
at a loss to understand. I should have believed that betwesn 61 and 64 
would be about the number indicated by the signatures, and I cannot but 
suppose that Dibdia*s fol eUjy with which he says the regular numbering 
of the leaves (mly commences, is a misprint (probably for foL LXiijf). 

The copy in the Library begins with this first numbered leaf (Fo. 1, 
signature a. j.) and does not go fdrther than to the third leaf after signature 
Uiiii (which is here numbered Fo. CCCXXXViij, though, in reality it is 
Fo. OCGXXXIX.) All the leaves foUowing this are wanting. Th^are 
said to extend to Fol. CCGXLYI inclusively, besides a separate leaf at the 
end containing the imprint in the centre of an ornament, (vide Dibdin*s T. A. 
Vol. IIL p. 41), — the reverse page of this last leaf being also ornamented. 

There are further missing in our copy the following leaves : Fo. 
Ixxxxiij (first leaf after signature m.iiii.), Fo. C JLLVI (sign. t.ii), Fo. 
CJJ. (third leaf after signature tiiu), Fo. GXXXXX. (fourth leaf 
aft;er sign. A. iiii.), Fo. ccczxxiij (sign. U.i). 

The greater purt of Fo. clxxxiij. (signatore A.i.) is also wanting, 
whilst Fo.

The fine woodcuts In this yolmne are of importaace for the history of 
early Engraying and Ornamental Printing. The splendid cats on the 
title page and at the end are nnfortnnately torn out in this copy ; bnt 
we may congratulate onrselves that Fo. clxxxii. has remained intact, 
on the reyerse of which is the first representation of a battle which 
Dibdin says he has met with in England, " executed on an enlarged 
scale; haying the armies designated by the respectiye standards and 
pennons which they bore.** A fiicsimile of this woodcut, traced and 
engrayed by Mr. John Nesbit, is giyen by Dr. Dibdin on p. zy of yol. I. 
of Typ. Ant. He also giyes on p. xiii &csimiles of some of the ^* head 
and tail pieces ** to the different chapters of this book, by means of which, 
he thinks, that we may be enabled ** perhaps with some degree of cer- 
tainty, to date the orgin of yignettes in this country ** (England) ^*- in 
which ike Human Figure is introduced.** Of such yignettes the following 
are found in our copy, yiz. : one at the end of the fourth book on Fo. 
clxxxii (second leaf after sign. z. iiii.) recto first column (the second 
column of this page being blank) ; another at the end of ch. xxy. of the 
fifth book on Fo. ccxlx. recto, middle of first column (portrait of Karohu 
Magnus) ; and others on, Fo. ccxxyii recto, end of second column ; Fo. 
ccxxxi. recto, middle of second column ; Fo. CC.L.iij recto, end of second 
column ; Fo. CCLXn. recto, end of second column (at the end of the 
sixth book) ; Fo.

On a fly leaf at the beginning of our copy are some extracts in old 
handwriting fi-om " Fuller*s Church History Fo. 151,** regarding " The

" ended his dayes, yiz. John de Treyisa, a Gentn. of an ancient Family

^' Priest, and Vicar of Borkhey : a painful and faithAil translator of 
" many and great Books into English, as Policronicon written by Banul- 
*^ phus of Chester, Bartholomeus de rerum proprietatibus, &c. But his 
** master piece was y« translating of y* old and new Test : justifying his 
** act herein by y« example of Bede, who turned 3^ Gospel of St. John 
" in English.*' 

'^ He ended his Translation of Policronicon (as appeareth by y« conclu- 
*^ sion thereof) the 29 of Edward the 3d, when he cannot be presumed 
" less than 30 years of age. He added to the y" end thereof, fifty (some 
" say more) years of his own historical obseryations." 

Another newer fly leaf in front contains a few remarks regarding this 
book from the hand of Sir G. Grey. 

Dr. Dibdin calls this a " splendid and rather uncommon impression."

It is difficult to give a short idea of the contents of this carious book 
which as Mr. Douce says (vide Dibdin T. A., vol. m. p. 84), ♦* is an 
" extraordinary medley of information, consisting of a list of the May<»B 
"and other officers; of charters, municipal regulations, assizes of bread, 
"legal and mercantile forms and documents, fiunily and other receipts, 
" with some few historical matters ; the whole being adapted to the 
" particular and more immediate use of the citizens of London." We 
notice charters, acts, ordinances, bulls, aiticles ; forms of oaths, bills,

receipts, indentures, licences, supplications, complaints, indulgences, letters 
of pardon and safe conduct ; fmiJier curses, letters from the Sultan and 
other princes, household and trade receipts, rates of customhouse duties, 
prices of provisions and merchandise, bills of fare, routes for trayelling 
with distances, names of parish churches, list of patrons of benefices in 
London, &c., &c. 

The general reader will, however, probably be most interested to hear 
that the popular ballad of ^ Nuibraume maide was first published (as fiir 
as is known) in this book (foL LXXV— LXXVii). Vide Dibdin's 
Typ. Ant. Vol. m. pp. 34 — 38, Library Ccmipanion pp. 183-^184.

He has 
noticed it, however, only in the edition of 1515; but as he does not 
describe the edition of 1502 in detail, it is probable that he overlooked 
the fiict of its having also this frontispiece. 

Signatures A — C (fol. 1 — 18) are complete ; but of sign. D only the 
second leaf (D ij, or fol 20) remains. Besides sign. D i (fol. 19, con- 
taining the end of ch. XXVI., the whole XXYII. chiq^ter, and the 
b^inning of the XXVJJUL. chapter) there are missing one or two leaves at 
the end, which give the greater part of ch. XXIX, and the imprint The 
latter runs, according to Dibdin (Typ. Ant. Vol. n. p. 71, No. 100.) 
thus : Fynysshed and enprynied in Flete Strete in the syne of the Sonne 
by me Wynkynde Words ^ the yere of our lorde a M.CCCCC, and ij,

Both these books (the Chronicle and the Description of EngUmd, which 
belong to each other) are printed in Gothic letters with 47 lines on the 
fiill page, besides headings and signatures. There are no catchwords. 

The first edition of this work by Wjmkyn de Worde was published in 
1497. (Typ. Ant. Vol. U. p. 69—71.) Caxton published both books, first 
in 1480 at Westminster. The author of the Chronicles is Douglas, a Monk 
of Glastonbury, and the description of EngUmd is from the pen of John de 
Trevisa, the translator of the Polychronicon. (Typ. Ant. Vol I. pp. 
85—100.) 

They were very popular books at the time and appeared in many 
editions. 

This copy is bound in red morocco, stamped and gilt, with gilt edges, 
by C. J. Aitken. Two fly leaves m front give some manuscript notes.

There is wanting, however, in this copy the table of contents, which 
preceded the numerated leaves, and occupied probably six leaves. 

The colophon is in the middle of the second column of Folio, CLXiii. 
recto, the reverso of this leaf giving only that picturesque device of this 
printer, which is called No. VIH. by Dibdin, who gives a facsimile of the 
middle portion of it in Typ. Ant. Vol. n. on the plate preceding p. 33. 

Besides the woodcuts of the second edition, there are in this fifth 
edition numerous historical pictures, beginning with the wrasdyng that 
was hytwetie Coryn and Gogmagog, on Fo, XL recto, 2nd col., and 
ending with How hynge Edwarde dyed on Folio LXXXXVL reverso, 
second column.

Whether this book was printed by William Rastell (Judge and Printer) 
may be doubtful. At least, according to Dibdin (Typ. Ant. Vol. HI. 
p. 372), it was Herbert's opinion that William RastelFs typographical 
labours did not extend much beyond the year 1534, when the Reformation 
gained ground, and he was esteemed a zealous papist. He is reported to 
have resided till the beginning of Queen Mary's reign at Louvain, in 
Brabant.

Byrne Wynkyn de Worde.** If this statement is right, 
the present is an edition unknown either to Dibdin or Lowndes; 
bnt it appears to me somewhat doubtful whether it can be relied upon. 
The date looks as if it been tampered with, at least as r^ards the 
ciphers. It must also be remarked that the numbers in that part of the 
Tabula which exists here only in a written copy (Folio Um.), do not 
refer to the pages of this edition, but are evidently copied from a copy 
of another edition, perhaps that of 1512 (No. 107. of Dibdin T. A. Vol. 
n. p. 80), or of that of 1517, if such an edition really existed. 

The book is printed in Gothic characters. The pages are with double 
columns, with 46 lines in the ML column, besides the headings to the pages 
and the signatures. The latter are in eights, of which the first four leayes 
are marked with the signature. Between signatures z and aa three signa- 
tures marked by signs ( jr, % and 9) intervene. There are no catchwords.
